observed was the finest on the American 
continent, will pass into history after next 
year. 

The plans of the directors of the Chicago 
Auditorium association are to tear out the 
theater, which never has been a profitable 
investment, even when conducted as a bar- 
gain counter for vaudeville and musical 
comedies, and remodel the whole Audito- 
rium either for hotel or office purposes 

For Twenty-two Story Hotel. 

Tentative plans have been prepared, it be- 
came known yesterday, for a remodeled ho- 
tel, twenty-two stories high, with the most 
magnificent rotunda of any hotel in the 
world, at an expense of $3,000,000, 

Other plans provide for the reconstruction 
of the hotel Into an office building with four 
additional stories. This is estimated to cost 
$500,000. and is the most likely use to which 
the reconstructed building will 12 put, it is 
believed. 

Neither of these plans, which ‘have been 
prepared by Louis M. Sullivan, shows any 
Auditorium theater. The playhouse, which 
occupies something like one-third of the 
building, has been wiped out in the plans. 


Features of Remodeled Hotel. 

The remodeled hotel, as shown by Mr. Sul- 
livan’s plans, has an elaborate entrance in 
Congress street, the main entrance in Mich- 
igan avenue being abandoned. There are 
cafés on either side of the main entrance. A 
little farther back is a palm room 70x120 feet 
in dimension. Connecting with this ise a 
promenade, thirty feet wide, extending to the 
Michigan avenue side. Upon this rotunda the 
most lavish creations of the decorator’s art 
will be expended, with fountains, rich statu- 
ary, and rare paintings. 

A portion of the present tower will be ut! 
ized, but the new tower that will crown the 
hotel will oecupy the entire portion now de- 
yoted to the theater and will be twenty-two 
stories high from the ground up, on an inde- 
pendent foundation. Surrounding it will bea 
thirty foot court. A driveway with a Mich- 
gan avenue entrance will extend for the en- 
tire distance in the rear of the hotel and open 
in this court. 

“Some of the directors favor remodeling 
the hotel into an office building, and others 
believe that it will be more profitable as a 
hotel. structure,” said Amory W. Sawyer, 

etary of the association. Ot course, 
everything planned is of a tentative nature, 
for we do not know whether the Congress 
Hotel company will renew ite lease. We 
have had several propositions from capital- 
ists who wish to conduct a hotel in the build- 
ing if it is remodeled.” 


Southgate May Give Up Option. 

The lease running to R. D. Southgate, pres- 
ident of the Congress Hotel company, will 
expire Sept. 30, 1900. Mr. Southgate, under 
its provisions, however, must make up his 
mind by March, 1908, whether he is going to 
lease it again, or six months prior to the 
expiration of the lease. He can renew it for 
five years under his contract, and at the end 
of that period he can renew it for another 
five years. 

Mr. Southgate is now in Virginia, but he 
has said several times that he will not renew 
his lease on the Auditorium building. For 
one thing, he has about all the hotel he wants 
in the Auditorium Annex and its new addi- 
tion, the Congress apartments. He also 
thinks he has to pay too much rent. If he 
gives up the lease he will have to abandon 
the use of the Auditorium neme, and he al- 
ready has considered such a contingency, it 
is said, by calling the new hotel the Congress. 

Mr. Southgate has been running the Audi- 
tortum hotel for the last twenty years, having 
first been associated with the late J, H. 
Breslin, a New Yorker. The Annex was built 
in the world’s fair year. Jerry Monroe got 
an option on the corner across from the Audi- 
torium and said he was going to bulld a hotel. 
Ferdinand W. Peck thought that would never 
do, and with some others he bought out Jerry 
and built the Annex. Apartments were added 
to this in 1902, and again in 1906. 


Only One Theater Larger. 

The Auditorium was started in 1887 and 
completed in 1889 at a cost of $3,050,000. Its 
walls are more massive than any other struc- 
ture in Chicago. At the time of its construc- 


tion, the contract for the tron was the largest 


ever made for a building, 4,000 tons and 
more being required. The tower is 225 feet 
high, and the main body of the structure is 
144 feet high, with a 361 foot frontage in 
Congress street and 187 feet in Michigan ave- 
nue. 

The theater has the largest seating capacity 
of any in America, with one exception, hav- 
ing 4,026 seats, while the Metropolitan Opera 
house in New York has 3,336. The Hippo- 
drome in New York seats 5,000. Before the 
rigid theater ordinances went into effect the 
Auditorium had a seating capacity of 5,000. 
It ig considered a much finer theater than 
the Metropolitan Opera house, or the Hip- 
podrome. 

Klaw & Erlanger several months ago se- 
cured a ten years’ lease on the theater, but 
that would not interfere any with the plans 
for tearing it out for office or hotel purposes, 
as it is stated Klaw & Erlanger would be 
giad to give up their lease. 


Net Earnings Last Year $13,736. 

R. Lloyd Clinch is president of the Audito- 
rium association and Charles L. Hutchinson 
ig treasurer.

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FIRE HITS HEATH-MILLIGAN 


Retail Establishment in Ran- 
dolph Street Partly Burned. 


ADDS TO THE OTHER WOES, 


Latest Loss of $20,000 Will Delay 
the Work of the Recetvers.

Milligan, paint manufacturers, for the last 
year, administered another blow last night 
when fire started in the five story retall store 
and office building of the firm at 172 Randolph 
street. An explosion on the first floor pre- 
ceded the fire, which may have been caused 
by spontaneous combustion. 

The damage on the stock and building will 
not amount to more than $20,000, but the 
fire will complicate the firm’s already n- 
volved affairs. 

It was only last Saturday that the firm 
went into the hands of receivers with 61.800. 
000 in Mabilities and not more than $1,000,000 
on a maximum estimate, in assets. 

Another fire a year ago destroyed the com- 
pany’s factory at Canal and Lumber streets, 
and started it on the downward road of 
financial disaster. That earlier fire cost the 
company $800,000. 

Schuettier Kicks In Door. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler was walking 
along in Clark street, near Randolph, around 
8 o'clock last night when he was startled 
by an explosion. He hurried over in Ran- 
dolph street to the point where the explosion 
came from and saw a big crowd in front of 
Heath & Milligan’s. The front door was 
locked, so the chief sent one heavy boot 
crashing through it. About that moment 
engine company 40 and truck 6 came rushing 
up. The first floor of the building was filled 
with smoke, and there was imminent perſl 
of succeeding explosions, but the flremen en- 
tered without hesitation. 

At that instant some of the firemen heard a 
yelling at the farthest. west of the second 
story windows. Looking up they saw two 
men just about to jump and ran a ladder up to 
them. The men were Hugo Carlson, the 
watchman, and Benjamin Jacobson,the cus- 
todian put in charge of the building by the 
receivers. They had crawled along a ledge 
to the next building on the west, occupied by 
the Sunny Brook Distilling company. 

„We were seated in one ot the offices talk- 
“when all of a sudden 
there came an explosion that sheok the 
building on its foundation, throwing us to the 
floor and stunning us for an instant. Let's 
get out of here quick!’ shouted Carlson to 
me, or we'll be dead.’ 

“We found our escape cut off from the 
rear, and smoke was pouring up through the 
floor. We opened a window and in a little 
more we would have jumped, but just then 
the firemen came and gave us a ladder. It 
was just 7:55 when we heard the explosion.“ 


Excitement in Two Hotels. 

The fire created considerable excitement in 
the Bismarck hotel and café, in the next 
building but one, An alarm was turned in 
from the Bismarck and the guests all hur- 
ried out. The same scene of excitement oc- 
curred at the Briggs house nearby, but there 
was no panic. Hundreds of persons who 
were arriving at the Powers theater hurried 
over to look at the blase. Surface and ele- 
vated road traffic was stopped for a time. 

Following the fireat two alarms there was 
a general alarm that brought out most of 
the fire companies and trucks in the down- 
town district, and as it was an easy fire to 
handle they soon had it under control, Chief 
Horan directing it personally. In less than 
an hour’s time the flames had been extin- 
guished, having been confined to the first 
and part of the second floor. 

E. T. Trigg, general manager for the com- 
pany, arrived at the fire fifteen minutes after 
it started. 

“I guess this finishes us“ he comment- 
ed. “I don't see how the firm could have 
any more hard luck.“ 

“ What do you think started the flre? he 
was asked. 

“ You've got me, he answered. It might 
have been spontaneous combustion.“

RECEIVER FOR CHICAGO ROAD 


Court Takes Charge of Chicago, 
Cincinnati and Louisville. 


ONE OF ZIMMERMAN’S LINES. 


Enters This City on the Tracks of the 


- 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 18.—On representa- 
tions made by George A. Fernald & Co., 
bankers of Boston, Mass., the Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, and Louisville railroad company 
was placed in the hands of a receiver in the 
United States Circuit court this afternoon. 

James P. Goodrich was appointed receiver 
and after filing a bond of $60,000 left tonight 
for Cincinnati to take charge of the property. 


Incorporated in 1903. 

The Chicago, Cincinnati and Loulsville 
railroad was incorporated in June, 1903, as a 
consolidation of the Cincinnati, Richmond 
and Muncie and the Cincinnati and Indiana 
Western railroads. 

The line of road extends from Cincinnat! 
to Griffith. Ind., a point thirty miles from 
Chicago. From there into the city it uses 
the Grand Trunk tracks. The line is 254 
miles in length, and forms a short route be- 
tween Chicage and Cincinnati The road 
was opened for the operation of passenger 
service more than a year ago, arrangements 
having been made to enter Central station, 
Park Row. A short time afterwards the 
general offices were moved from Cincinnati 


to Chicago. 
Deal with Pere Marquette. 


The road has an authorized capital of 
$4,356,000, of which $4,206,000 is outstanding, 
at par, $100. In 1904 the Pere Marquette 
agreed with the syndicate which built the 
road, to take up all the outstanding obliga- 
tions, amounting to $4,206,000 in stock and 
paying therefor $3,500,000 in 4 per cent ten 

year collateral trust bonds: The bonds were 
to be jointly indorsed by the Pére Marquette 
and the Cincinnati, Hamilton, and Dayton 
railroads. The bonds indorsed by the latter 
company were never delivered and that com- 
pany claimed the deal had not been consum- 
mated. 

This forced the original owners to take 
back the road and operate it, reserving the 
right to sue the Cincinnati, Hamilton and 
Dayton for nonfulfillment of its contract. 


One of “Zimmerman” Lines. 

The road is one of the group known as 
“Zimmerman roads,” Eugene Zimmerman 
being one of the chief protectors. Associated 
with him is G. M. Cummings of New York, 
who is also one of the chief figures in Wis- 
consin Central affairs. The line was orig- 
inally projected as @ freight road and de- 
signed to make a short line between the 
ore fields of Lake Superior and the rapidly 
growing iron and steel industry in the Bir- 
mingham, Ala., district. 


Helped by Southern Interests. 

For a long time it was encouraged by 
southern interests by being favored with 
business moving from the southwest to 
Chicago and the northwest. 
was handicapped by not having its own 
tracks into Chicago and was compelled to 
pay heavy toll, which reduced its earnings 
to a minfmum. It was this condition that 
had much to do with the effort to sell the 
line to the Pére Marquette interests. 

W. A. Bradford Jr., who is president of

Deterioration at Kankakee. 


When Miss Lathrop first went on the wit- 
ness stand in the morning Mr. McGoorty be- 
gan the examination by asking her as to the 
number of visits she had made to the various 
asylums since her appointment the last time 
by Gov. Deneen. She explained that illness 
had prevented her going about as much as 
she had desired, but among other visits she 
had gone to Kankakee ihree times since the 
spring of 19086. 

“I was astounded at the materia! deterio- 
ration that had taken place at the institution 
since I had been familiar with it fourteen 
years ago.“ said Miss Lathrop in speaking of 
the asylum at Kankakee. 

What do you refer to as the material 

deterioration?’ asked Mr. McGoorty. 
“The deterioration of the standard that 
hospital had once exhibited before the hos- 
pital got into politics at all, and when it was 
the standard for fine hospital management 
for all America, which was in 1893.“ she re- 
plied. 
Who was superintendent at that time?’ 
Richard M. Dewey. At the time I visited 
the hospital in September, 1906, I was taken 
to certain wards which would have been a 
disgrace to the average poorhouse and which, 
from my own experience in Illinois poor- 
houses, could be duplicated in few of them. 
The equipment as to beds, as to mattresses, 
as to any care for the patients, night cloth- 
ing. night attention, was such as to fill me 
with shame and disgust, as it did Dr. Greene, 
W certainly was not responsible for it. 


Night Service Inadequate. 


Did you speak to any of the attendants 
concerning the treatment given the in 

mates? asked Mr. McGoorty. , 

To some extent, but then I could see for 
myself. I dun't have to ask an attendant. 
I tried in every way I could to learn about the 
whole night service, of course. The service 
at Kankakee is fairly typical. Dr. Greene 
did not particularly call my attention to any- 
thing; we walked along through the institu- 


tion, and I went into the cottages which I 


have designated, and he gave me the fullest 
possible opportunity to see all I wanted.” 
Miss Lathrop said that the beds were in 
filthy condition, most of them swarming with 
vermin. As it would have taken years to 
have righted this evil without an entirely 
new outfit of bedroom furniture throughout 
the asylum, the witness said Dr. Greene had 
thrown many of the old beds out. and had 
been compelled to place many patients upon 
the floor in the absence of new ones. 

She was questioned as to the cause of the 
unfitness of the beds, and the manner of 
treating these obstacles on the part of the 
hospital staff, and ‘she declared that Dr. 
Greene was not responsible for any of these 
conditions, and that he had coped with them 
as hest he could with the resources at his 
command. : 

A higher per capita was absolutely essen- 
tial. she declared, in order to accomplish any 
great good at this or any of the institutions.

Lie Passed by Counsel.

He was interrupted by Attorney Berry, who 
declared the complainants were not entitled 
to the letters, as they had been stolen by 
Richard Snell.

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PRAISE FOR KEROSENE LAMPS 


Oculists Declare They: Are the 
Best Artificial Light in Use. 


ELECTRIC BULBS HURT EYES. 


Medical Men Give Advice to Illuminat- 
ing Engineers’ Society. 


Members of the IMumihating Engineering 
society of Chicago were told by oculists 
whom they invited to their meeting last night 
at the Grand Pacific hotel that the much 
talked of advance in methods of illumination 
introduced in the last century has been in 
many ways a retrograde movement. 

The doctors strongly condemned incan- 
descent ‘bulb lights and commended the old 
time kerosene lamp. 

A paper by Dr. H. H. Seabrook of New 
York was read by the secretary of the asse- 
ciation, George H. Jones, in which the eye 
specialist said: 


„Our country leade the world, apparently, 


in the brilliancy of its artificial illumination, 
and certainly leads the world in ocular ex- 
haustion, discomfort, and congestion. When 
gas came into general use these troubles be- 
gan to increase, and a further increase was 
im evidence as the incandescent electric lamp 
came more and more into fashion. 

Both here and abroad oculists agree that 
the kerosene burner is the least harmful] ar- 
tificiad illuminant. The incandescent lamp 
has given rise to more chronic eye degenera- 
tion and disturbance than any other light 
used for near work.“ |

Since our natural luminary is doing business 
elsewhere a large part of the time, however, 
we must find a substitute, and there is no 
doubt that a good kerosene lamp is the best 
substitute know 

In lignt, as in many other things, we 
Americans are inclined to emphasize quanti- 
ty until our prodigality becomes vulgarity. 
There is. too much light in this room now, 


and we have too much light. when we sit 
‘down In our study to read. The incandescent 


fight is disintegrating to the eye and its et- 
fects are truly terrible.“ 


Harmful to Children’s Eyes. 
would never allow a child to study by 


the ordinary incandescent bulb,”’ said Dr. 
Suker. “The intense light of the filament 


“acting on the retina sets up a low grade of 


inflammation, Which, though it comes on 
slowly and may neyer be severe, still defies 
all efforts to cure it. We have so much 
light that overexhaustion results and the 
eye cannot recuperate. We want too much 
for our money. 

All of the doctors said by a little care the 
incandescent bulb could be made almost 
as harmiéss as the kerosene lamp. They 
advised the use of illumination by reflection, 
student lamps, and ground glass bulbs.

BOTH ODDLY SIGNIFICANT 


Missouri Representative Talks 


About Roosevelt, the Finan- 
cial Disturbance, and Tariff. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 13.—{Special.]— 
Representative Champ Clark of Missouri 
while in the midet of a speech that aroused 
the interest of the entire house today. was 
interrupted, as was Senator Foraker in the 
senate on Monday, by the arrival of a special 
message from President Roosevelt. 

As Mr. Clagk's remarks had been directed 
chiefly at the president, this second coinci- 
dence of the week, coming in such timely 
fashion, struck the house, as the Foraker in- 
cident did the senate, as strangly significant. 

The Missouri representative had held the 
undivided attention of the house for some 
time, when one of the president's secretaries 
entered the chamber and the announcement 
was made that a message from the White 
house had come for consideration by the 
houge, 


Comments on Interruption. 

Instantly there was general laughter and 
when the secretary left Mr. Clark convulsed 
the house by declaring: It is a cold day 
when the president does not send a letter or 
message to somebody.“ He added that he 
would be mightily mistaken “if in the end 
the president did not suffer from an acute 
attack of pen paralysis.” 

Mr. Clark’s remarks were halled with 
shouts of democratic applause and shrieks 
of laughter on both sides of the chamber. 
The demonstration was 80 great that the 
business of the house was temporarily sus- 
pended. The entire democratic body and 
many republicans surrounded Mr. Clark and 
shook his hand and extended congratula- 
tions. 

In addition to his remarks on the recent 
presidential message, Mr. Clark spoke of 
the financial! disturbance and the tariff ques- 
tion. In beginning, Mr. Clark asserted that 
a reasonable view should be taken in mat- 
ters touching the president, but that ft had 
not been done as a rule. 

“He is such a belligerent personage, de- 
clared the Missourian, that his lightest 
word is a challenge to combat. The presi- 
dent, he said, could not express his views 
upon any question under heaven, “ even 
upon a subject so prosaic and threadbare 
as the prospective state of the weather,” 
without precipitating a row. 


Says Roosevelt Waxes Stronger. 

No man had been more viciously assailed 
by men of his own party and none was ever, 
while still in the flesh, so lavishly lauded by 
some of the opposing party.“ But, he 
said, the truth is that this extraordinary 
man has waxed stronger and stronger by 
waging his battles.” 

Mr. Clark spoke of his persona! liking for 
the president, saying he had supported him 
when he was right and fought him tooth 
and nall when he was wrong. He believed 
that was the way the president wanted to be 
treated. 

The recent financial disturbance was laid 
by Mr. Clark at the door of the republicans. 
The self-constituted defenders of the presi- 
dent, he said, charged that “ Harriman and 
his crowd "’ did it, while, on the other hand, 
“ Harriman and his crowd swear that the 
president and his crowd did it.“ 

It dfd not lie, said Mr. Clark, in the mouths 
of republicans to disown. Harriman. for he 
was once “My Dear Mr. Harriman,” but 
now he was another sort of Harriman, “ be- 
ginning with a big, Ng D.“ 


Criticises Bond Issue. 


Mr. Clark criticised the recent bond issue, 
and said that the issuance of bonds in a time 
of peace was the identical thing for which the 
republicans “ pilloried a democratic presi- 
dent before high heaven.“ 

“If,” he said, referring to Mr. Hepburn, 

“he will be kind enough to let us know 
when he intends to start his roller over the 
gentleman from Pennsylvania, Mr. Dalzell, 
and over Uncle Joe,, to disfigure them, he 
can safely count on a full house and an au- 
dience breathless with expectation and de- 
lirious with joy.“ 
After poking fun at Mr. Payne's recent 
speech in the house, Mr. Clark turned his at- 
tention to Mr. Dalzell. He is a fixed star 
of portentious magnitude in the constella- 
tion of the standpatters, he exclaimed. 

Mr. Clark belleved that one-third of all the 
republicans were honestly in favor of revis- 
ing the tariff downward, and, referring to the 
declaration of Mr. Payne in favor of a max!-

are spending again and spending liberally. 
The farmers had a prosperous year last sum- 
mer. There were some crop shortages in im- 
portant products, but advanced prices more 
than made up for this. The agricultural 
wealth developed in 1907 was greater than 
that produced in previous years. The farm- 
ers are wealthier, and they aré more able to 
spend their money today than they were be- 
‘fore the panic took place. The result has 
been a sudden rush in mall order business, 
and the department stores in the smaller 
tcwns have been swamped by the demand, 

All this is not a fairy story. It is the truth. 
The retail business of the south and west 
has practically recovered from the crash. It 
vill take a good while to make up the money 
loss during the period when the people were 
wondering what was going to happen next 
and were frightened by the fact that they 
could not obtain money with which to supply 
their ordinary needs, ' 


Taking Back Idle Men. 

Manufacturers in New York, New England, 
and Pennsylvania who began laying off men 
before the holidays are preparing to take on 
again at least a large percentage of their idle 
employés. The prospects for a spring trade 
of unusually good proportions are reported 
bright in every section of the country. There 
is plenty of distrust still to be removed, and, 
as I have said, results from October will not 
fade away for many a long month to come; 
but there has been a menifest turn in the 
tide and legitimate business channels have 
already begun to show this fact beyondall 
doubt. 

Under ordinary conditions the government 
balance sheet shows pretty well the financial 
and commercial condition of thecountry. In 
some respects, however, it is always behind 
the times. Astronomers say there are fixed 
stars which are so far away that their light 
continues to come to this earth long after 
they themselves have been wiped out of being. 
So, too, the treasury reports do not begin 
to show the effects of commercial depres- 
sion until after it has been in progress for 
some time, while a reaction is equally dila- 
tory in making itself felt through the medium 
of Uncle Sam's big balance sheet. 

The customs receipts thus far for February 
show a falling off of about $2,500,000. There 
probably will be a further reduction because 
many importing houses canceled their orders 
with the first flurry in October. Imported 
articles, as a rule, are like domestic luxuries. 
They are almost the first thing the people 
do without. For that reason. the prudent 
financiers are apt to take the customs receipts 
as an index to the financial situation, for- 
getting the fact that there must be a con- 
siderable interval between cause and effect, 
either for a downward or an upward move- 
ment. 

A dropping of $2,500,000 in less than half a 
month means considerable loss of revenue for 
the government, and the total shrinkage for 
February is likely to be much larger !n pro- 
portion. Domestic trade will have to be re- 
established first and then import orders will 
come again, but the customs receipts wil! not 
rise until many weeks after local manufac- 
turers, jobbers, and retailers are up to their 
eyes in spring trade. 


Treasury Deficit $21,148,439. 

Uncle Sam has plenty of money to stand 
the shrinkage. His receipts are decreasing 
for the time being and his expenditures are 
increasing. The result is that up to last 
night there was a deficit since the beginning 
of the fiscal year, July 1, of $21,148,489. This 
is a serious item as compared with a surplus 
last year at tht same time of $87,289,022. This 
big difference, it must be thoroughly under- 
stood, is by no means chargeable chiefly to 
the reduction of income. The receipts have 
only fallen off about $20,000,000, but the ex- 
penditures have increased almost twice that 
much. 

Uncle Sam is so wealthy and has so much 
actual cash of his own that he could stand 
this deficit for several years without issuing 
a bond or increasing the taxation by a single 
dollar. At the present rate, the deficit for the 
year will be more than $30,000,000. At the 
same time the actual eash balance in the 
treasury last night was $268,007,675. It fs 
evident, therefore, that the government can 
run eight or ten years on the present basis 
without cutting down its expenditures and 
without having to borrow any money. 

Before the end of the present fiscal year, in 
all probability, the receipts from customs 
and internal revenue will be largely increased 
and the deficit will be cut down, so that it 
may be much smaller than the amount now 
indicated,

Must Regulate Railroads. 


He spoke of the revelations of the insur- 
ance investigation and them of the evils o 
overisques of stocks and bonds, which, he 
said, was obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. Taking up discrimination and recent 
legislation to prevent rebating, he said: 

“The truth is, gentlemen, we have not 
cuite enougt regulation of railways. Other 
powers ought to be conferred upon the inter- 
state commerce commission. It is said the 
interstate commerce commission is not a safe 
way in which to control the railroads of the 
country. It is the only way im which we cag 
control them. We must see that we secure 
strong men to sit upon thet commission, who 
can prove by their administration that it is 
the proper way. 

It is that or go to government owner 
ship with all the state socialism which it in- 
volves, and I have no doubt that government 
ownership of the railways, with the tremen- 
dous concentration of power it would involve, 
would endanger the republic. We have 
enough concentrated power in Washington 
now. To increase it so that the executive 
should control the enormous body of civil 
servants which would necessarily follow 
would result in making a president more 
powerful than any king who lives today. 

I believe it is possible to enforce the pres- 
ent anti-truet law, but we need a new law 
more specific to bring all capital within its 
provisions. I think that today the violation 
of the law is by no means so fashionable 
as it was formerly. 


Legislation Not Panic Cause. 


Now, we are not going to have a business 
millenium, gentlemen, But we shall havea 
quickened public conscience and an eye on 
whether we have business demoralization or 
have business conducted within the terms of 
the law. The people have waked up. 

We have just had a panic. Some of the 
gentlemen who have felt the lash of public 
opinion have been only too glad to attribute 
it to the legisaltion to which I have referred. 
The charge is unfounded. It is due, if stu- 
dents of finance are to be trusted, to the 
gradual exhaustion of all the free capital of 
the world in enterprises which have not been 
so profitable as it was expected they would 
be. Now we must wait, the whole world must 
Walt, until we earn more free capital. 

There is no doubt but that European in- 
vestors in our securities have been frightened 
by the revelations of dishonesty which have 
been shown of late in many of our large in- 
stitutions. But is the man who pointed out 
that dishonesty to be charged with this lack 
of confidence or is it to be charged to the 
gentlemen who engaged in the f{llegality. It 
is not necessary to argue.“

The common carriers are 
made equally Hable to their employés who are 
injured while engaged in the transportation 
of United States mails.

WORLD RACERS FIGHT SNOW 


Thomas and Zust Cars Are Ahead 
After Hard Day's Journey. 


187 MiLES FROM NEW YORK. 


German and Two French Entrants Are 
Considerably Behind. 


Fonda, N. T., Feb. 13.—[(Special.)}—The 
Thomas and Zust cars arrived here tonight 
at 7:38, after an arduous day’s drive of seven- 
ty-six miles from Hudson, a total distance of 
187 miles from New York, on their way to 
Paris. The Dion car was with them until 
6:45, when St. Chaffray decided to stop for 
the night at Amsterdam, eleven miles east 
of this place. 

The progress made by the three cars today 
may be aptly described as a snow showing 
excursion, as it commenced one mile outside 
of Hudeo.. and the final snow drift met with 
and overcome by the Thomas and De Dion 
crews was three miles from Fonda, on a tow 
path of the Ere canal. 


Had to Dig Tracks.

At one point where a detour had to be made 
from a road down a steep embankment into 
an apple orchard near Schenectady, the Zust 
car went ahead and crossed a big ditch which 
the men had filled up with wood and stones 
m fine style. The Dion people had mora 
work withftheir car than the other two crews, 
because it is buflt so low down that the snow 
has to be dug out from under it every time 
it strikes a drift.

TALKING OF JOHN MITCHELL 
FOR GUBERNATORIAL RACE. 


Democrats Confer with Miners’ Leader 
and Discuss His Chances asa Candi- 
date for Office. 


The suggestion that President John Mitchell 
of the miners’ union would make an avall- 
able candidate for governor of Illinois was 
put up to a number of leading democrats 
yesterday and received more than respectful 
consideration. It was made by John T. Con- 
nery of the Twenty-fifth ward, and after- 
ward Mr. Mitchell went into conference with 
National Committeeman Roger C. Sullivan 
and a number of his friends over the matter. 

Nothing was decided because Mr. Mitchel! 
said he was not ready to say whether he 
wanted to run or not. Later in the day he 
went home to Spring Valley. The matter was 
taken up seriously among the democrats, 
however, and there ta a possibility of some- 
thing coming out of it. 

It was suggested to Mr. Mitchell that he 
would have nothing to do after April 1, when 
he retires from the leadership of the miners. 

The idea of running Mr. Mitchell for gov- 
ernor was firbt canvassed four years ago 
when George Brenmen, then secretary of the 
democratic state committee, advocated it. 
Mr. Brennen and Mr. Mitchell were raised 
in the same town, Braidwood, and have 
known each other for years. 

In the talks among the democratic man- 
agers yesterday two things were consid- 
ered. One, of course, was the chances Mr. 
Mitchell would have of election if nominated. 
As to this there were two opinions. John T. 
Connery argued that there were 80,000 
miners in Illinois and they would all vote 
for him. Furthermore, it was thought the 
members of trades unions generally would 
do the same thing. 

The other idea was there was always dan- 
ger in class candidates. 

The other question only ‘affected Cook 
county, but it was considered the more im- 
portant. It can be said without betraying 
any confidences that the one endeavor of 
the democratic managers this fall will be 
to carry their county ticket. They think 
they have a chance and besides they need 
the offices. A democrat in a public job is a 
curiosity in Chicago these days. 

The argument made was that with Mr. 
Mitchell at the head of the state ticket the 
trades unionists of Chicago and all affiliated 
with them would pretty generally vote the 
democratic county ticket as well; that the 
ground would be knocked out from under 
the Independence. league, which depends 
largely on these votes, and altogether the 
chances of electing some democrats to office 
in Cook county this fall would be materially 
increased.

This will be 
more than any republican convention ever 
has had before. 

From this must be subtracted seats for 
980 delegates and as many more alternates, 
a total of 1,060, leaving 9,400 for officers of 
the .convention, spectators, and everybody 


else. 
Must Agree on Floor Plan.

We also want to let some contracts, 
such as for printing of the tickets, badges, 
and 80 on as soon as possible. That will be 
taken up tomorrow. Then there will be other 
matters. The idea is to hasten the work 
of .>-onging for the convention as much as

Brundage Starts Taft Boom. 


Corporation. Counsel Brundage started a 
Taft boom in the city hall during the day.

Of course active encouragement 
from the federal officeholders would make 
much more of a difference, 


Attacks Smulski’s Nomination. 

State Senator Corbus Gardner made the 
point during the day that the nomination of 
State Treasurer John F. Smulski as president 
of the west park board was, strictly speaking, 
illegal, in that the name had not first been 
submitted to the state senate for confirma- 
tion. The law provides the governor shall 
send all his appointments to the senate while 
it is in session, he being allowed to make 
‘‘vacation appointments” when the legis- 
lature is not meeting. In law the legislature 
is now in session, it simply having taken a 
recess until April 25, and so Mr. Smulskt's 
name should have gone to the senate.

Merit Board Institutes New Re- 
form in the Use of Language. 


NOW CAUSE FOR DISCHARGE. 


Members of Department. 


The city civil service commission has 
undertaken another reform. It is nothing 
less than the purification of the language 
used upon certain informal occasions by 
members of the police department. 

After discharging two patrolmen and fining 
seven others, one of them for using pro- 
fanity, President Elton Lower of the merit 
beard announced the proposed reform. 
Hereafter the proved charge of addressing 
profane or otherwise insulting language to 
any citizen, including prisoners, will be con- 
sidered sufficient ground for the discharge 
of a police officer. Chief Shippy will be 
asked to issue a warning to the members 
of the force. 

Fred C. Reed, a patrolman, stationed at 
the West Chicago avenue station, was the 
officer of which the trial board made a 
warning example. He was fined thirty days’ 
pay for abusing a woman er -and 
cursing a fire department captain who at- 
tempted to intercede in her behalf. The 
board was inclined to discharge the officer, 
but finally decided it would be unduly se- 
vere to launch the profanity reform without 
warning. Reed justified his use of coarse 
language by recounting how the woman 
fought him for three blocks while under 
arrest and finally bit his finger.

John D. Forrest, 4 patrolman at the Thirty- 
fifth street police station, was op stage Ad 
for intoxication and absence from duty. Hé 
was found by the sergeant asleep in the rear 
room of a saloon when he ought to have been 
traveling his beat. He was much the worse 
for liquor. | 

“TI had been out at Calvary cemetery an 
day helping my mother and grandmother 
pick out a monument for my grandfather's 
grave,” pleaded Forrest in extenuation of his 
offerise.

Bows for Shirtwaists. 

There are few street costumes which are 
complete without a Mttle bow at the neck. 
These little bows are made of ans and 
embroideries for tailored waists, and for the 
fancier and dressier lingerie, lace and net 
waists they are made of lace or net. 

One little bow, which is particularly pert, 
is so simple and easy to make that one 
should not spend more than ten or fifteen 
minutes in the making. It is made from half 
a yerd of embroidery edging three inches 
wide. Cut the embroidery in half and hem 
each end of the two pieces. Place the two 
inside edges together and gather through 
the center. Then a bit of embroidery is 
wrapped around the center to form the knot. 
One advantage of this neat little bow is that 
it is easily laundered and looks as pretty 
as when new, after the operation. 

A lace bow may be made exactly the same 
as the embroidery one and should be made 
from half a yard of German valenclennes 
lace an inch and a half wide. Its greatest 
advantage is that ft does not require ironing 
when washed, and this is a great con- 
venience. —
